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City Environmental 
Services arraigned 
on waste violations

City Environmental Services of 
Waters, Inc.(CESW) and City Man- 
agement Corporation § were ar- 
raigned in 83rd District Court Tues- 
day, Aug. 8,on charges of solid waste 
violations, 

A lawyer representing both cor- 
porate entities entered a noi guilty 
plea and demanded a trial by jury. 
A pre-trial conference was set for 
Tuesday, Aug. 29, at 10:30 a.m. A 
personal bond of $1,000 was set in 
each matter. 

The charges wil not result in jail 
time. "They are strictly amonetary 
fine based on daily occurences,” said 
Prosecuting Attorney John Huss. 

CESW was charged with two 
counts stemming from a violation 
that occurred on or about July 7, 
1998. Both counts are a violation of 
MCL. 324.11813. The warrant lists 
Sgt. Bruce Patrick, of the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources, 
as complaining witness. 

The counts against CESW reads, 
"Solid Waste -- Accept Other 


County Waste, did accept for dis- 
posal at a landfill in Crawford 
County, Michigan solid waste or 
municipal solid waste incenerator 
ash generated in Chippewa County, 
Mich., which was not explicitly 
authorized in the approved 
Crawford County Solid Waste 
Management Plan." The violation 
isa misdemeanor subject toa $1,000 
fine. 

City Management Corporation, 
doing business as City Disposal Sys- 
tems, was charged with two counts 
stemming from violations occuring 
on or about July 7, 1995. Sgt. Pat- 
rick was the complaining witness. 

The counts against City reads, 
"defendent(s) solid waste -- accept 
other county waste did, being a solid 
hauler, transport for disposal, solid 
waste generated in Chippewa 
County, Mich. to a landfill situated 
in Crawford County, Mich. which 
was not explicitly authorized in the 
Crawford County Solid Waste Man- 
agement Pian; contrary to MCL 
324.11527." The violation is a mis- 
demeanor subject to a $1,000 fine. 


UNOCAL mops up oil 


A leak from a Union Oil Company 
of Califomia (UNOCALT.), flowline in 
Beaver Creek Township has 
contaminated a remote area 300-feet 
Jong and SO-feet wide. The leak 
released crude oil, natura? gas and salt 
water into the soul, 

According to Chuck Cox, field 
superintendent for UNOCAL, the 
underground pipe probably broke due 
to internal corrosion. It was discovered 
on Tuesday, Aug. 1, and UNOCAL 
Crews immediately shut of f the flow 
and be gun containment efforts on the 
area. 

“We don't really know how much 
leaked,” said Cox. “A certain amount 
soaked into the soil impacung anumber 
of jackpine uees.”

Engler splits DNR, 


Environmental groups unhappy with change in DNR and new dept. head

The Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources (DNR) is in the middle 
of major structural changes, effective 
Sunday, Oct. 1, 1995. On Monday, 
July 31, Governor John Engler signed 
anexecutive order creating a new state 
department, the Michigan Department 
of Environmental Quality (DEQ). 

The order will become effective in 
60 days unless it is rejected by a ma- 
jority of the state legislature, 

The DEQ will take over all cnviron- 
mental functions that are now handled 
by the DNR. The DNR will continue 
toregulate fish and game, state-owned 
land and forests, parks and recreation 


as well as dam safety and the natural 
rivers program. Roland “Rollie” 
Hames will remain director of the 
DNR. Engler has appointed Russ 
Harding, deputy for environmental 
protection, as director for the new 
DEQ. 

The DEQ will have jurisdiction over 
the Air Quality Division, the Environ- 
mental Response Division, the Sur- 
face Water Quality Division, the 
Underground Storage Tank Division, 
the Waste Management Division, the 
Office of Administrative Hearings, the 
Office of the Great Lakes, the Coordi- 
nator of Environmental Education and 
the Environmental Education Advi- 
cary Cammittee, Inaddition the DEQ

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Commissioners vote 


to support 


increased 


federal timber cutting

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners has asked U.S. 
Congressman Dave Camp to support 
its effort to convince the U.S. Forest 
Service to release more timber for 
harvesting by local forest product 
industries. 

In a letter to Camp, which was 
approved by five-of-six 
commissioners, chairman Dennis 
Long wrote, “The economic well being 
of the Grayling area and many other 
regions within the northem lower 
peninsula of Michigan depend on the 
timber resource.” 

The letter was written in support of 
the Pontiac Fiberboard wood products 
facility recently proposed for 
construction on Four Mile Road, by 
enterpreneur Volker Stockman. 

Stockman has said his 2-plant 
facility would create 300 direct 
industrial jobs and create or impact up 
to 1,000 other service related jobs. 

He told commissioners in June that 
construction could begin as early as 
spring of 1996, but the success of the 
venture depends on the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources and 
the U.S. Forest Service releasing more 
timber, especially Red Pine. 

Long pointed out that the current 

10-year plan for harvesting timber from 
the Huron-Manistee National Forest 


specifies that about 15 percent of 
annual growth be cut, but he said only 
10 percent is currently being cut. 

“It is our view that a harvest of 
some 132 MMBF (million board feet), 
or some 25 percent of annual growth 
can readily be sustained without 
causing any harm whatsoever to 
valuable ecosystems,” Long wrote. 

Long said the first step to realizing 
a larger annual timber harvest for local 
companies is for the federal 
government to establish funding 
reform in the U.S. Forest Service’s 
Region 9, which includes the Huron- 
Manistee National Forest. 

Funding which earmarked monies 
for replanting state and national forests 
could ensure the future viability of 
timber-based industries. 

Stockman has supported the 
Creation of a national trust fund to 
replace harvested timbers on federal 
lands and recently visited Camp’s 
office in Washington, DC, to garner 
support. 

Long closed his letter by saying, 
“Crawford County’s citizens are 
deeply committed to environmental 
values. Yet, we do support additional 
timber harvesting from federal forests 
as we are convinced that no adverse 
consequences arise.” 

Commissioners voted 5-to-1 to 
send the letter. Commissioner Brice 
Bretzke cast the dissenting vote. 
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McLachlan files defamation lawsuit against 
citizens for allegations of illegal conduct 


Crawford County Commissioner 
Robert McLachlan is striking back at 
persons he alleges have made 
defamatory remarks about him. 

On Tuesday, Aug. 8, McLachlan 
and attomey Monte Burmeister fileda 
defamation lawsuit naming David 
Kneff, Joseph Callewaertand Stephen 
Dresch as defendants. Kneff and 
Cailewacrt are Grayling residents and 
have been driving forces in the group 
Citizens for Environmental Awareness 
and Accountability in Government 
(CEAAG). Dresch, of Houghton, is a 
former member of the Michigan House 
of Representatives. 

“The lawsuit is based on 
defamatory communications made by 
ihe defendants,” Burmeister said. “All 
of the communications concern 
allegations of illegal and improper 
conduct by Mr. McLachlan.” 

In a press release from Burmeister 
to the Avalanche, Burmeister wrote: 

“The communications made by Mr. 
Kneff relate to Mr. McLachlan’s role 
as a county commissioner in the sale 
of the Crawford/Otsego Jandfill to City 
Environmental Services, Inc. of 
Waters. 


“It is likely that many 
circumstances regarding the sale by 
the county of the landfill will be 
reviewed as a result of this litigation. 
Many allegations have been made 
regarding conflicts of interests and 
supposed illegal activity by Mr. 
McLachlan, All of these allegations 
Mr. McLachlan asserts are untrue. 
When the iandfill transaction is 
reviewed, part of that review may 
include the sale of Mr. McLachlan’s 
business, Milltown Refuse. 

“Mr. McLachlan feels compelled 
to clarify his role in these transactions. 
He did not participate in his capacity 
as acommissioner in the signing of the 
sales agreement for the landfill, which 
is the definitive document for purposes 
of legaliy committing the county to 
ihe sale of the landfill. Indeed, other 
county commissioners legally 
obligated the county tosell the landfill. 
Further, prior to the sales agreement 
being signed by the county 
commissioners to sell the landfill, Mr. 
McLachlan had already received a 
binding letter of intent from City 
Environmental to purchase his 
business.

will handle the permitting functions 
for the oil and gas, and the land and 
water management divisions. 

DNR Press Secretary Guy Gordon 
said the effects of the restructuring on 
local offices have not yet been deter- 
mined, Gordon said they are being 
very cautious and specific about the 
future of DNR/DEQ offices. 

"It seems to ignite some concem 
there will be a massive movement of 
personnel and office closures, which 
we do not envision," he said. 

Locally, afew DNR employces say 
that they understand their job will no 
longer exist after Oct. 1. The employ- 
ces, however, don't anticipate being 
out of a job, justanew job description. 


One of the jobs that will be climi- 
nated is Virginia Pierce’s position as 
supervisor of the Waste Management 
Division for District 7. Pierce, how- 
ever, isn’t womicd about the unem- 
ployment linc. “I understand it’s (her 
job position) going to be eliminated, 
but between the twodepartments, there 
are lots of jobs to do.” 

Although Englcr’s executive order 
provided for environmental conserva- 
tion officers to transfer to the DEQ, 
Harding is currently negotiating with 
the Michigan State Police to handle all 
environmental investigations. This 
would eliminate the environmental 
investigations unit.

“Aside from a review of the landfill 
transaction, this litigation will also 
necessitate the other defendants 
substantiating their general allegations 
of supposed criminal activity related 
to Mr. McLachlan’s conduct. 

“Mr. McLachlan has shown great 
patience and restraint over the past 
several years in not bringing an action 
for defamation prior to this ime. Many 
derogatory and false comments were 
directed at Mr. McLachlan at the time 
the landfill was sold. Many false and 
derogatory comments were also 
directed at Mr. McLachlan relative to 
other situationsas well. Unfortunately, 
false and defamatory communications 
continue to be leveled against Mr. 
McLachlan and he has filed the instant 
action in an effort to halt the attempts 
at character assassination which have 
escalated since the time the county 
sold the landfill. 

Responding to unofficial 
notification of the lawsuit by the 
Avalanche, Joseph Cailewaert said, 
“I’m very proud of my public 
statements and I'll stand by them until 
the end because they were made on 
behalf of the people of the community 
and not for any underhanded profit 
motives.” 

Dresch commented, “I find this 
very intriguing. I had received formal 
notification that Mr. McLachlan 


considered something I said as being 
libelous.” 

Dresch said after reviewing his 
Statements about McLachlan with his 
attorney, they didn’t feel anything 
could be construed as being libelous, 
but said he offered to look into 
retracting any statement that could be 
shown to libel Mclachlan. He said he 
never heard back from McLachian or 
his attomey. 


“We made a formal request that he 
retract the bribery story that he had 
faxed to the Traverse City Record 
Eagle,” said Burmeister. “That 
demand was straight forward and he 
did not retract that story.” 

“I’m very concerned that public 
discussion is being stifled,” Dresch 
said. “It’s peculiar Mr. McLachlan 
would go this route, the law is very 
clear about public figures. There is 
open season on public figures.” 

“Despite his contention that there 
is Open season on public figures, that’s 
clearly not what the law states,” added 
Bumneister. 

Kneff commented, “Ilook forward 
to interrogatories and discovery rights 
which we will have as defendanis, 
McLachlan will have to answer 
questions, under oath, about his whole 
involvement in the dubious sale of the 
landfill,”

Bruce Patrick, the environmental 
conservation officer (ECO) at the 
Grayling DNR office, said, “It’s my 
understanding that my position as ECO 
will no longer exist with the DNR 
after Oct. 1.”

The MEC has also called for confir- 
mation hearings on Harding’s appoint- 
ment as head of the new DEQ. 

MUCC Exccutive Director Thomas 
Washington said, “Our preliminary 
review of the executive order gives us 
cause for grave concem. Our organi- 
zation has always believed that natu- 
ral resources and environmental pro- 
tection are inextricably intertwined. 
We fear that wildlife, fisheries and 
habitat protection will suffer because 
they will be excluded from important 
decisions that will be the responsibil- 
ily of the new department. 

“We hope the public hearings wilt 
clarify how costs, staffing, public input 
and functions of the old DNR will be 
allocated between the two departments 
and how Michigan’ s citizens feel about 
this sweeping change in the DNR’s 
structure,” 

Carol Misseldine, executive direc- 
tor of MEC, said that MEC’s concems 
about the new department escalated 
when Govemor Engler appointed Russ 
Harding as the director. 

“MEC isextremcely concemed about 
this appointment because of the ac- 
tions he has taken during his tenure 
with the DNR,” said Misseldine. “In 
lock step with Govermor Engler, Har- 
ding has systematically dismantled 
Michigan's previously held national 
reputation asa leader inenvironmental 
protection.” 

“The public is entitled to hear about 
the ideology of the director of a pub- 
licly funded agency entrusted with 
protecung Michigan's drinking wa- 
ter, air and surface water,” Misseldine 
said. “Confirmation hearings would 
be the most effective way to ensure 
that the public understands where the 
new director stands: 

Unlike the DNR, the DEQ will not 
have a policy-making commission. 
Harding, as head of the department, 
will report directly to the Governor. 

Pierce said, “It's my understanding 
that Mr. Harding's desire is to have 
only two full-service offices in the 
northern half of the lower peninsula.” 
She believes those offices would be 
located in Bay City and Cadillac. 
Currently Gaylord offers full-service, 
while Grayling and Mio form a com- 
bination district that provides full- 
SETVICE, , 

Misseldine expressed further con- 
cam about ude splitung of the DNR 
into two departments. “It's really like 
we're going back to the cavironmental 
standards of a third world country,” 
she said. “Creating a whole new 
department diverts already scarce re- 
sources to administrauve functions of 
the new department rather than the 
environmental protecuon we need 
them to be working in.”

Director of MUCC comments 
negatively on break up of DNR 


To the editor: 

With the announced decision to 
sever the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (MDNR) into two 
separate agencies, Governor John 
Engler has driven the final nail into the 
coffin of what was once the most 
progressive and innovative resource 
management organization in the 
nation. The MDNR is now litue more 
than a hollow shell of its former self; 
the new Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) appears to be organized 
to serve the needs of business at the 
expense of Michigan's citizens, now 
reduced to mere spectators in the 
decision-making process. 

We now bear witness to the demise 
of anagency whoserecord of successes 
is unparalleled. This record is largely 
based on the marriage between 
traditional resource management 
activities and environmental protection 
programs that, ironically enough, were 
the result ofa previous Executive Order 
in 1973 that consolidated these 
activities in MDNR in the first place. 
This order was signed by former 
Govemor William Milliken, perhaps 
the last Michigan Governor whose 
long-term vision for the state's 
resource base outweighed the pressures 
of political expediency. It is this 
marriage that Engler now hopes to 
annul. 

The collaboration between 
regulatory and management personnel 
brought us such landmark 
accomplishments as the settlement of 
the Pigeon River oil drilling 
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controversy that created the Michigan 
Natural Resources Trust Fund. It has 
brought us waters clean enough to 
support a world-class fishery in both 
the Great Lakes and our inland waters. 
It has brought us wildlife habitats 
healthy enough to give us thriving 
deer and elk herds and abundant small 
game and nongame populations. For 
all of these things, we owe our thanks 
to MDNR and to the biologists, 
managers and technical staff who 
applied their collective talents to 
achieve one goal: decisions thal were 
best for the long-term health of the 
resource. 

The philosophy of hulistic 
management of our natural heritage 
that arose from Milliken’s vision, the 
idea that a clean environment and 
healthy forests, fisheries and wildlife 
are but two sides of an invaluable coin, 
will vanish with a stroke of Governor 
Engler’s pen. Those who seck a permit 
to discharge wastes into our air or 
water or who wish to degrade the 
quality of our habitat are now idenufied 
as “customers” by state regulators. 
Our old MDNR thought themselves 
stewards of the resource with a 
responsibility to the future as well as 
the present. 

The change has been accompanied 
by a steady drumbeat of praise from 
business group spokesmen, 
Republican legislators and a nominal 
Democrat or two, all of whom think 
it’sa pretty good idea. It’s supposed to 
be about accountability, they say, 
although the MDNR has always been 
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not be published without the 
author’s name. 
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accountable. The only difference is 

that while they used to be accountable 

to the public, the new DEQ will now* 
be accountable only to a Govemor 

whose commitment to protecting 

Michigan’s environment has been, 

well, questionable. 

Governor Engler has now completed 
what he started with his 1993 
reorganization of MDNR. Thatearlier 
move climinated most of the citizen 
boards and commissions that were put 
in place to insure that the public’s 
voice would be heard and the agency's 
decisions would serve the broader 
public interest. Those few boards and 
commissions that survived were 
mostly reduce to sideshows. Now 
primary responsibility for 
environmental protection has been 
transferred to a new agency with no 
public oversight. An agency that will 
be directed by aman whose resignation 
was recently demanded by Attomey 
General Frank Kelley for his pro- 
business handling of this year’s 
revision of Michigan’s contaminated 
site regulations, 

William Milliken’s perception of 
our natural resource base as the capital 
upon which our future depends, the 
perception upon which the 
management philosophy of state 
govemmenthas been founded for more 
than two decades, will soon be swept 
into the shadows of history. Replacing 
it will be a vision of resources as a 
commodity, mercly the fucl for the 
engines of commerce. Make no 
mistake about, Governor Engler has 
traded our legacy of sound, successful 
stewardship for short-term political 
gain. It is difficult to understand how 
even the most creative minds could

from a union standpoint: The product 
is still reaching the customer, 

As long as Detroit newspapers 
produce and distribute a daily 
newspaper, the strikers have scant 
chance to get what they want. 

The newspaper industry has changed 
dramatically, and is changing every 
day. With advances in technology, it 
takes fewer and fewer workers to get 
the job done. 

For example, The Harford Courant, 
Connecticut's largest newspaper, 
recently announced it will trim 150 
jobs from a full-time work force of 
1,135, or about 13 percent, including 
40 jobs in the editorial department. 

Similar reductions, usually through 
buyouts of attrition, are common in 
the industry these days. 

In Detroit, striking newspaper 
workers have proved they are not 
essential to producing at least one 
newspaper in Detroit 

When the strike is over, one way or 
another, an inevitable result will be 
fewer newspaper jobs in Detroit. 

Another result may well be only one 
newspaper in Detroit, either a 
combined publication or a survivor 
newspaper, 

That’s not happy news, for 
individuals, for the newspaper 
industry, or for the Michigan 
community. 

But that's the way it's likely to be.

Where were you 50 years ago 
on V-J Day, Aug. 15, 1945? 


That question has been asked 
hundreds of times lately and will 
continue right up to the date Japan 
surrendered to the United States Anned 
Forces 50 years apo. 

During the war, I was one of the 
more fortunate as most of my 3 1/2 
years was spent stateside. 

About twoof the years I was assijrned 
to Headquarters Company and worked 
in Map Reproduction Units at Fort 
Leonard Wood, Missouri and Camp 
Ellis, Illinois, 

In October 1944, I was transferred 
to the 107th Machine Records Unitat 
Fort Sheridan, Illinois, that was being 
organized to go overscas. 

While preparing to go overseas, I 
attended Chemical Warfare School at 
the University of Wyoming, Laramie, 
and Edgewood Arsenal near 
Baltimore, Maryland, where I 
participated in actual gas warfare 
school. J] was the instructor for our 
unit when we went overscas. 
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Also while at Fort Sheridan, I was 
one of six who attended IBM school 
located in the Loop in Chicago. This 
training, for my primary yob with the 
Unit. 

On July 18, 1945 we Ieft Seatle for 
parts unknown in the Pacific. The 
troop ship we were on was overloaded 
for bunk space, so being a small Unit, 
91 personnel including three officers, 
we were assigned cots in the life boats 
and the four landing crafts located on 
the deck fore and aft. 

I should mention here, the first night 
Out we wenttosleep without the canvas 
over the landing crafts we were in, No 
one told us that the only time ships 
clear the smoke stacks was at night — 
we found out in the moming, all of us 
were covercd with a black oily film — 
ever try to wash in salt water? J think 
it took over a week to get clean, 

Our convoy had one scare on the 
way, We had stopped at Eniwetok 
Island for two days to refuel and three 
days at the island of Ulithie. It was 
after we had Ieft Ulithie and headed 
for Ckinawa and we were in the 
Philippine Seas the convoy began a 
zig-zagging path that lasted overa day 
and night. After it was over we keamed 
that we were near where the USS 
Indianapolis was sunk by a Jap sub, 


We arrived al Naha, Okinawa on 
Aug. 12, three days before the Japs 
surrendered. 

The fierce battle for Okinawa was 
over and itshowed its toll —~ there was 
nothing but an island, Naha was 
leveled, there were crumbled 
buildings. We did notice some small 
gauge railroad tracks of which had no 
idea what they were used for. 

From what was Naha, on the way to 
our bivouac area north near the center 
of the island, Idid notice several shrines 
built partially into the hills. We also 
passed a contonment arca fenced in 
where Okinawans lived in thatched- 
roofhuts. They were Iet out during the 
day to work their fields of sugar cane. 

While stationed on Okinawa in 
October of 1945, we went through two 
typhoons that hit the island, and 
undoubtedly many other islands 
around. 

The wart was over with Japan, 
different units of the armed forces 
were preparing to cither be sent to 
Japan or Korea as policing troops. 

Our orders were to Korea, our unit 
was attached to the 7th Division, 24th 
Coms of the 10th Army, commanded 
by General Joseph Stillwell, 

in the interim of leaving Okinawa 
Continued on page 5A 
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for Korea I witnessed the Jap Army 
and Navy leaders signing the surrender 
of the Ryukyus Island chain in formal 
ceremonies Sept. 7, 1945, at Gen. 
Suillwell’s headquarters. 

Our unit was only about two miles 
down the road from the signing and I 
remember standing out in the hot sun 
for at Icast two ours before the Gencral 
appeared. The area all around was 
lined with tanks and all kinds of 
artillery vehicles, and to top that, planes 
dove over the site at tree-top level, 
including bombers, fighters, cargo 
planes and helicopters. 

With all this, the signing table was 
under the flag pole flying Old Glory 
just to remind the Japs the Rising Sun 
had set, compliments of Gen. “Vinegar 
Joc.” 

Back to the typhoons, when the first 
one hit, we had just received our orders 
to leave for Korea, then orders came 
over short-wave radios to the different 
commands to prepare for a typhoon. | 
don't think there was one guy ia our 
outfit that knew what the Hell a 
typhoon was, but we found out in a 
hurry. Orders were to strike your 
squad tents, prepare for the unnatural. 
We had semi trailers loaded with IBM 
equipment, tractor cabs, equipment 
there was no way to hide. The mess 
tents and headquarters tents had wood 
floors, with wood siding about four 
feet high and were vulnerable to the 
onslaught. 

When it hit, it was 2 constant sheet 
of water and wind, it took everything 
that was upright. | took a chance and 
got into one of the cabs with two 
others, and while we were there for 
justa hiule bit, | will never forget, one 
of our guys came walking down the 
company street with just shorts on 
carrying two flash lushts (on), one of 
the guys remarked, “OV Jimmy tust 
have found the apple jack before the 
storm hit” 

When calm came, there was litte 
Icft standing. I remember seeing one 
quonset hut standing, that was all. 
Any of the tents that could not be 
struck were demolished, the only food 
that was edible was ina can, C-rauons 
and K-rauons. 

When we would go for chow, we 
had a humorous mess sergeant, as you 
went through the line for breakfast, he 
would ask, “how would you like your 
eggs, sunny side up?” Then he would 
hand you a long-handled ladle and 
point you toa S0- gallon drum of boiling 
water, and remark, “Lots of luck.” 
The can you got, was the food you 
ate... 

The biggest loss as far as material 
ihings were the several types ofaircraft 
that were stationed at Kadina Ai Strip 
on the northem edge of the island. 
There was no place for the pilots to fly. 

The Navy was more fortunate, all of 
the ships that were in the Naha harbor 
were ordered out to sea, to ride out the 
storm, Had they stayed in the harbor, 
they would have been a mangied mess 
like the aircraft. 

I remember going with a couple 
buddies up to Kadina and watching 
huge bulldozers pushing the mangled 
planes over the cliff into the ocean. 
There were none salvageable where 
they were. 

With this experience out of the way, 
our outfit began preparing the 
equipment we had for the journey to 
Korea. Things were a bit hectic, eating 
out of a can, trying to find and put 
together personal items, everything 
was moving along smoothly, Orso we 
thought. 

Orders came through to strike the 
tents and prepare, as before, for another 
typhoon had been sighted heading this 
way. Great! All] could think of was, 
the C-rations are gone and now we 
live off the sugar cane they grow here. 

1 was wrong, this typhoon was 
Mickey Mouse to the first, it must 
have lost its strength before it hit 
Okinawa. There was very little 
damage, so our prep continued for our 
new destination, Korea. 

What a beautiful trip, I laid in my 
bunk for four days, the only food I 
could keep down was fruit cocktail, 
which was compliments of my buddy 
on the lower bunk. 

Our voyage was on a flat-bottomed 
LST, at times I figured the craft was 
going tobreak intwo, [should mention 
this cruise was right after typhoon I, 
the ocean was really chuming. 

We arrived at Inchon harbor and 
moved onto Scoul where our 
headquarters were sct up to keep 
records of all the personnel attached to 
the 24th Corps. 

In February of 1946, my number 
came up, heading home to sce our 
daughter Toni for the first ime. She

was six months old, my unit then was 
he:ding for Japan. 

lt was the two Atomic Bombs 
dropped on Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
that brought Japan to its knees, 

There are those who argue the A- 
bombing was not necessary. They say 
the battle for Okinawa, the last 
Japancse-held istand to fall to the U.S, 
forces that preceded the bombing 
would have been sufficient tonegouate 
a surrender by Japan. 

It should be mentioned that Japan 
fought China for 40 years, and also 
occupied Korca for 40 years without 
any attempt lo negotiate peace, The 
war with China ended with our defeat 
of Japan, and U.S. forces were sent 
into Korea to separate the Japanese 
from Koreans and sent them back to 
Japan. I witnessed two troop ships 
loaded with Japanese being sent home, 

First of all, the Japs wouldn’t 
negotiate as proven by their desire to 
die for their Emperor, rather than be 
taken prisoncr. 

Before leaving Japan, the Kamikaze 
pilots’ funeral services were held 
proving they too would die when they 
hurled themselves at American ships, 

Atthe time, there was the possibility 
thatthe Japanese military commanders 
would sacrifice the entire nation if it 
had not been for the atomic bomb 

attack. It was reported in YANK 
magazine, Sept. 28, 1945, that high- 
ranking generals had ruled Japan for at 
least 1,300 ycars. 

It should also be noted that in the 
battle for Okinawa more than 200,000 
people dicd, including a third of 
Okinawa’s civilians. More people died 
on Okinawa than in the atomic 
bombing of Hiroshima. 


When we Icft Okinawa in October, 
there were sull Japs in caves in the 
mountains, I remember twice while 
watching a movie in a company tent 
Snipers began firing . No one was hit, 
but the movies were cancelled. 

From our bivouac areca we saw 
soldiers with interpreters driving jecps 
up the mountains with a megaphone 
trying to convince the Japs in caves 
that the war was over, 

LEST WE FORGET—It was the 
Japanese who were responsible for the 
war with its sneak bombing attack on 
Pearl Harbor, and then, while their 
envoys were in Washington 
negollaling peace whule their bombs 
fell, also, the rape of Nanking, China, 
the Bataan death march and numerous 
other prisoner of war atrocities,

The northern Lower Penuisula (NLP) has a forest cover of 65 percent 
amounting to 7.4 million acres. It has increased slightly during the past 
decades. But the timber volume within NLP's forests has expanded 
dramatically. Across all wood species and forest ownerships, timber volume 
increased by 50 percent since 1980. This increase has resulted from an annual 
timber harvest averaging only 45 percent for annual growth. Thus, despite a 
flourishing forest-product industry, the NLP has been expanding its timber base. 

Of the principal forest types, red pine has expanded the most. It grew by more 
than 150 percent during the past 15 years; only 20 percent of annual growth 
was harvested. Second are maple-beech-birch forests. They grew by about 60 
percent; annual harvest was 25 percent of annual growth. Even aspen, the 
prelerred species for Georgia-Pacitic's particleboard plant at Gaylord and 
Weyerhaeuser's OSB plant at Grayling, has increased. This data, collected by 
the US Forest Service, prove a steady accumulation of reserves. 

Because these reserves are largest for red pine and maple-beech-birch, our 
project will target these species. Gaylord's Georgia-Pacific and Grayling’s 
Weyerhaeuser average about 330,000 cords annually. Our project will consume 
about 360,000 cords. After having attained its full capacity in the late 90s, and 
assuming modest capacity increases by others, annual red pine harvest should 
increase to 50 from 20 percent, and maple-beech-birch harvest to 30 from 25 
percent of respective annual growths. For all species, annual harvest should 
increase to 52 from 45 percent of total annual growth. Thus, the NLP's timber 
inventory should continue to expand significantly during future decades. 

Despite these favorable resource data, there are concerns. Of the 7.4 million 
forest acres, the Huron-Manistee National Forest owns 12 percent and the DNR 
28 percent, with 60 percent in private ownership, Harvesting on private forests 
has been disproportionately large. The implementation of our project will be 
contingent on about two-thirds of its wood requirements originating trom the two 
public forests. Most importantly, that volume must be incremental timber. With 
that strategy, our project should minimally compete with long term. To increase 
limber harvesting on public forests requires public support. Focus should be on 
the Huron-Manistee National Forest, which currently harvest fess than 15 
percent of its annual growth. 

Clearcutting, while justified from a silvicultural perspective for aspen and 
mature stands in small areas, is visually objectionable. The timber required for 
our project will be harvested predominantly through thinning. After comptetion of 
thinning, a forest still looks like a forest, For red pine, removal will be initially by 
rows; for naple-beech-birch, by selective thinning. Thinning opens up a forest 
and enhances growth of the trees left. Thinning also stimulates understory 
growth important for ecosystems.

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YOUR SOCIAL SECURITY

are reduced $1 for each $3 in excess 
earnings). These limits increase each 
ycar as average wages increase. A 
monthly limit generally applies during 
the first year of retirement. Eamings 
in or after the month you reach 70 
won'taffect your benefits. If you geta 
pension from work which was not 
covered by Social Security — for 
example, the federal civil service or 
some state or local government 
employment — your Social Security 
benefit may be lowered or offset.

Call P Brobiem Resolution Office 
for tax problems 


These are typical questions asked 
by taxpayers and are presented as a 
public service of this publication and 
the IRS. 

Question: What is the IRS 
Problem Resolution Program 
(PRP)? 

Answer. The Problem Resoluuon 
Program is for taxpayers who have 
been unable to resolve their problems 
with IRS. If you cannot clear up a tax 
problem through norma! channels, call 
your local IRS office and ask for 
problem resolution assistance. They 
will help you with problems that 
resulted from previous contacts with 
IRS. 

Question: What kind of help can 
this office provide? 

Answer. They can usually help 
with delayed refunds, unanswered 
inquirics and incorrect billing notices 
that have not been resolved after 
repeated contacts with another IRS 
department. 

Question: Is it true that PRP can 
provide relief if a taxpayer suffers a 
significant hardship? 


Answer: Yes. Asignificanthardship 
may occur if certain necessities such 
as food, clothing, — shelter, 
transportation and medical equipment 
cannoi be maintained. If the IRS 
employce assigned to the case cannot 
or will not take action to relieve the 
hardship, a taxpayer may apply for 
relief by submitting Form 911, 
“Application For Taxpayer Assistance 
Order To Relieve Hardship.” The 
Problem Resoluuon Officer will then 
review the application and if 
appropriate, take steps to relieve the 
hardship. 

Question: Howdol contact PRP? 

Answer. If you have a question 
about your tax bill, you should first try 
to call the telephone number on your 
tax bill. If you need the problem 
resolution office, call the IRS at 1- 
800-829-1040 and ask to speak to 
problem resolution, Before you call, 
have all your records concerning the 
problem in front of you. For more

Navy Seaman Richard W. Leyland, 
son of Robert W. and Susan J. Leyland 
of Grayling, is halfway through a 6- 
month overseas deployment aboard 
the guided missile cruiser USS Hue 
City, which has included duty in the 
Adriatic Sca near Bosnia and in the 
Persian Gulf near Iraq. 

Leyland is one of nearly 400 Sailors 
aboard the ship who have traveled 
more than 16,000 miles since leaving 
Mayport, FL, as part of the USS 
Theodore Roosevelt Battle Group — 
an 11-ship armada, which includes jet 
fighters and attack aircraft, helicopters, 
and ships and submarines armed with 
Tomahawk cruise missiles. 

Leyland and fellow Sailors aboard 
the $67-foot-long ship were awarded 
the 1994 Chezek Memorial Gunnery 
Awardand the 1994 Navy Community 
Service Award. The gunnery award 
was presented for having the highest 
gunnery score. The community service 
award was for the crew’s work in 
helping build housing for the poor, 
participating in an Adopt-a-Highway 
program and helping tutor tocal 
elementary students. 

While in the Persian Gulf, Leyland 
worked supporting the intemational 


effort to enforce the no-fly zone over 
Souther Iraq. With its high-tech radar 
and combat weapons system, 
Leyland’s ship served as air warfare 
coordinator and helped stop ships 
suspected of violating the embargo 
against Iraq. 

Leyland then returned to the 
Mediterranean Sca via the Suez Canal 
and proceeded to the Adriatic Sea near 
Bosnia to help enforce the international 
no-fly zone over the former 
Yugoslavian republic. In the Adriatic 
Sea, Leyland’s ship hosted the Navy’s 
topadmiral, Chicfof Naval Operations 
Adm. Mike Boorda. Boorda met with 
Leyland and fellow crew members 
before continuing his visit to other 
units in the area. 

Leyland has spent 71 days at sea, 
but also has visited France, Greece, 
Isracl, Italy and the United Arab 
Emirates. While in Rome, 40 USS 
Hhue City Sailors received a standing 
ovation when they entered the Vatican 
auditorium to take their seats in the 
front row. In Naples, Italy, several 
crew members refurbished a senior 
citizens home,

National Guard training exercise puts new 
football field 6-8 weeks ahead of schedule

If you listen very carefully, the 
distant echoes of cheerleaders urging

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Fossils may be in your back forty 


Ifnotin your back forty, then maybe 
in your neighbor’s. Fossils can be 
found almost anywhere in Michigan. 
Whether what you find is a footprint, 
trail or bone, there are some regulations 
as to what and how to collect fossils. 

All fossils are considered non- 
renewable resources, said J. Alan 
Holman in Ancient Life of the Great 
Lakes Basin, published by the 
University of Michigan Press. And 
they are important scientific objects. 

“To the paleontologist,” said 
Holman, a professor of geological 
sciences at Michigan State University, 
“fossils are never important as objects 
by themscives, but only in the light of 
their relationships to the sediments 
that contain them and to the other 
fossils that occur in those sediments, 


A single fossil from a critical time 
period can change gcological and 
evolutionary thinking.” 

So, Michigan residents who find or 
collect fossils may hamper scientific 
research if they fail to report their 
discoverics to an institution where they 
can be properly exhibited for the 
public, as well as for scientific studies. 

Moststates and provinces in Canada 
have specific laws that govem the 
collecting of fossils on their lands, 
Local libraries or natural history or 
paleontology muscums or departments 
are a source for Michigan's 
regulations. One of the prerequisites 
for collecting is to check where you 
can and cannot “hunt” and obtain 
written permission to collect fossils. 

“Fossils of entire plants or animals

are rare in the Great Lakes region,” 
Holman said. 

The fossils found here usually 
consist of various individual hard parts 
of plants and animals. Plant fossils 
include wood, roots, seed nuts, cones 
and leaves. Fossil invertebrates usually 
consist of the external hard part of 
animals such as mollusk shells or the 
hard, modified wing covers of beetles. 
Fossil vertebrates usually consist of 
bones and teeth. 

So, where do you find such fossils? 
Holman suggests rock quarries where 
many kinds of ancient plants, 
invertebrate shells, and fishes (scales, 
teeth, spines and bones) might be found 
embedded in quarry walls, the large 
blocks of limestone surrounding the 
quarry or the quarry floor. Other likely

Question: How can i tell when 
eggplant is ready to harvest? 

Answer. Standard eggplant fruits 
should be four to six inches in diameter, 
firm and bright-colored. Older fruits 
are dull-colored, soft and seedy. 

Question: When is the best time 
to plant daylilies? 

Answer: These rugged percnnuals 
can be planted about anytime the soil 
can be worked, but the recommended 
time is late summer or carly fall. 
Planting then gives them plenty of 
time and good weather ta get 
established before winter, 

Question: When and how do I 
plant peonies? 

Answer Late summer is the best 
time. Planting in mid to late August 
gives plants ume w get well established 
before winter. Plant peony tubers in 
well drained soil and full sun. Space 
them at least three feet apart. Place 
tubers in prepared soil so the uppermost 
“eye” -— bud --- is no More than two 
inches below the soil surface, Water 
and mulch with one to two inches

below the soil surface. Water and 
mulch with one to two inches of organic 
material (straw, ground corncobs, 
compost, etc.}. Plants grown from 
tubers with fewer than three eyes may 
take three to five years to produce 
more thana few small flowers. Tubers 
with three to five eyes may flower 
well the second year after planung. 
The most common cause of failure to 
flower in peonics are planting them 
too deep, insufficient sunlight and poor 
soul drainage (rouen tubers). Once 
peonies are established, they tend to 
be quite hardy and perform reliably 
for many years without dividing, 

Question: What are the pros and 
cons of putting house plants outdoors 
for the summer? 

Answer: Plants thal requires lots of 
brighthghtmay Uinve outdoors, Even 
ina Shaded spot on the north or east 
side of a building, they will receive 
more light than they've been geting 
indoors, and they may double in size 
over the summer.

Sites are low areas filled with peat and 
marl (a mixture of clay, sand and 
limestone) from early post-glacial 
swamps, and in shallow basins. 

The number and types of tools 
necessary for a “dig” depends on just 
how serious the collector wants to get. 
A geological pick, geological hammer, 


crowbar, shovel and a metal probe Jj 


will tackle just about any situation. 
When using a probe (at least seven feet 
long) in a bog and poking it down 
through the peat for large bones, 
Holtman recommends listening to the 
sounds as the probe strikes material in 
the muck. “A rock makes a ‘chink,’” 
he said. “A piece of wood makes a 


‘thunk,’ and a large bone makes a | 


sound somewhere in between,” 

If amateur collectors find large 
vertebrate bones, Holman suggests 
taking them toa museum, ora geology 
or zoology department in the area for 
idenufication. “Itis strongly advised 
thal private collectors should not keep 
vertebrate bones and teeth. Teeth and 
tusks of mastodons and mammoths, 
for instance, tend to crumble and/or 
flake apart and need special attention; 


even bones may disintegrate unless § 


they are given proper care.” 
Once the “find” has been made, 
eachtype of fossil, snails, clams, seeds, 


wood, cones, bones, should be stored § 


in a separate box, a label placed in 


each box giving the date of the § 


collection, the exact location, the 


proper zone (marl, peat, muck) andthe 


name of the collector.
